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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 37-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 37, lines 3-4: what is "a uniform thickness on the board" referring to? 

Claim 38, lines 1-2: is "a second of said plurality of wiring hnes" part of the plurality of 
wiring lines? If it is not, then the "a second of said plurality of wiring lines" should be amended 
to -a second of plurality of wiring lines—. 

Claim 38, line 2: is "said first wiring line" referring to a first of said plurality of wiring 
lines or something else? 

Claim 38, Hnes 2-3: is "the second wiring line" referring to many or just one line? Is "the 
second wiring line" part of the second of said plurality of wiring lines or not? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent imless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appHcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 37-38, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Takahashi et al (US 4,413,309). 
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Takahashi discloses a plurality of wiring lines with a uniform thickness formed on the 
board (Fig. 2), first and second portions of the first of the plurality of wiring lines have different 
heights (hold the Takahashi patent 90 degrees and 2 and 7 along II-II have different heights in 
Fig. 1), and third and fourth portions of the second of the plurality of wiring lines have different 
heights (hold the Takahashi patent 90 degrees and 2 and 7 (with IV-IV marking) have different 
heights in Fig. 1). Chemical etching is performed in different portions thereof, as shown in Fig. 
1. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 12/26/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's concerns are addressed above.
